E 


VERY newspaperman in the country will 


welcome to the ranks of the profession 


the tebor unions which have bought the New 
York Call, formerly a socialist paper, and in- 
stalled their own editor and manager. They 
are welcome for the same reason that bankers 
approve of the new labor union banks and trust 
companies that have recently been undertaken, 
or other union business enterprises. Labor un- 
ions in business are a two-fold benefit to the 
country aside from the service which all sound 
business renders to society. The union leaders 
are enabled to see the problems of industry 
from the point of view of the business man, and 
the union members become more than ever con- 
scious of having a stake in the industrial and 
business stability and prosperity of the nation. 
It should make for better relations between in- 
dustry and labor, for the big element of all fric- 
tion between them has been the inability of 
each side to understand the other's problems 
and point of -view. There is evident a distinct 
trend on the part of unionism to enter the field 
of ownership and management, and it is to be 
hoped' that their numerous experiments now 
under way will prosper and be multiplied. 
There should be no room for class-feeling and 
division in this country, but we have been head- 
ing straight toward it in the last generation 
with the growth of great machine industry, 
which has made ownership and management 
the field of capital and tended to place the 
man of small property or none in a class of 
wage-workers. By investing the joint savings 
and dues of the workers, through their organ- 
izations, in business there is offered a means 
of restoring the balance proper to a democratic 
country where every man willing to work should 
have as much of a stake in the economic struc- 
ture as in the government. It is a healthy sign 
of progress.
